We notify the Journr.I thai we hereby eater 
the protest "rf TcnreMes against this robbery of 
her property and that she will he compelled to 
issue a writ of replevhi to recover it. which will 
he executed by an armed poet conitatw, whose 
presence in L-uisville may not ba very agreeable 
to the Liucolnites of that city. 

Thus we are notified, from Tennessee, that, 
if we choose, ia obedience to an order of the 
Government to which wc acknowiedgs alle- 
giance, to cease seeding provisions to Tcnnes. 
see, tha: State will consider it as robbery ol" 
her property and at ence send her army to 
Louisville. This is no time for Suites to en- 
gage in the pitiful business of bandying threats 
and words of uefiance, hut we can tail Tennes- 
see, that, if an army of hers shall invade Louis- 
ville for not sending flour and bartm to her 
upon the railroad, it will be driven bark again. 
Let not the experiment be made. 

Tennessee, or the Southern Confederacy of 
which she now claims to form a part, has 
stopped the bringing of cotton into Kentucky 
upon the Nashville Railroad as well as upon 
all other roads, yet Kentucky, although she 
onsidcrs the railroad as in part her property, 

and

to stop the transportation ol cotton upon that 
road tlian she herself has to stop the tran.s*>or- 
talion of itour an J bac a upon it, has at no 
time contemplated sending an army to recover 
her property and punish Tennessee for any al- 
leged ••robbery.*' No man, not even a seccs- 
siou editor, can be such an a.>s, such a thrice- 
sodden ess, as to pretend that the stopping of 
cotton upon the railroad isn't as much robbery 
as the stopping of floor and I .••.••on would be; 
and, if an army must redress one of the rob- 
beries, another army, we guess, may hava to 
try its Land at the redress of the other. 

And then there is the Mississippi river. That, 
like the Nashville railroad, is partly the prop- 
erty of Kentucky. Kentucky, to be sure, didn't 
make it, but her beautiful river, the Ohio, has 
always done a very fair share toward making 
it. At any rate, it is partly her's as the gift 
of God; her titic doesn't depend upon any de- 
cision of earthly courts. But Tennessee, not 
satisfied with excluding Kentucky from the 
privilege of importing by the Mississippi any 
parti, alar article or any half dozen articles or 
• lasses of articles, undertakes, by a summary 
and tin' ercnionioui process, to shut out from 
thai vast stream the whole of our commerce 
and navigation — to annihilate it forever unlos 
our people will swear ellcgiau< e to a power at 
war with their own Government. Wc shouldn't 
quarrel with Tennessee or any other Southern 
State or all the Southern States for refusing, 
in compliance with an order of their Govern- 
ment or without any order, to send cotton or 
provisions or anything else to Kentucky by the 
way of the Mississippi or any other way, but, 
when Tennessee undertakes to «av that 
Kentucky shall not lie permittesi, unless 
she will change her allegiance, to trans- 
port anything whatever upon that river 
or even to navigate it, why then Kentucky, if 
the gross and stupendous wrong be persisted 
in, will unquestionably assert her right of 
property and back her assertion with whatever 
physical force shall be found necessary to make 
it respected. When Tennessee, after having, 
as she suppises, cleared Kentucky out of the 
Mississippi, and after having, as she knows, 
united in excluding the great Southern staple, 
cotton, from tbe Nashville llsilroad, threatens 
to send an army to subdue us if wc dare to 
e xclude bacon and 'lour from that road, her 
insolcni-e is a little more than Kentucky could 
stand if Kentucky were not the most patient 
State in the world. But even Kentucky can't 
stand everything. She probably thinks, that, 
if King Cotton is too proud to travel upon tbe 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad, neither will 
King Flour nor King B »- >n nor King Corn 
nor King Bagging condescend to travel on it. 
Their Majesties are quita as proud as their 
royal brother of the South. 

And really, sine Tennessee, by an act of 
her late 1,-gi.laturr. has prohibited all of her

ical organization whatever except the great 
Union party, and, that we have no knowledge 
or belief of the existence of any organiza- 
tion who.ie memb.rs take such an obligation 
as he describes. 

If our respected neighbor think* that this is 
not specific enough, wc hereby appoint him a 
committee of one to come aero* 3 the street and 
interrogate us as minutely as he pleases, with 
full permission to publish our answers in the 
Courier. We don't suppose however there 
will be any need cf our swearing, unless we 
are sworn at— which of course we don't an- 
ticipate. 

Our neighbor refers to our not having gone 
to Frankfort a few weeks ago when summoned 
there to testify before a Committee of the 
Legislature. To be sure we didn't go, for to 
havo done so would have been a mere waste 
of time. We sent a letter in our place, in- 
forming the Chairman of the Committee that 
we had no knowledge whatever as to the matter 
in regard to which we were expected to testify. 
We were utterly ignorant about the whole thing, 
and we could see no use in travelling, even as a 
"dead head," sixty odd miles to own our 
ignorance. Our neighbor hai oftentimes no 
diflicuity in making his known even without 
unseating himself from his editorial chair. 
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sjyCul. Willcy, a prominent secessionist of 
Western Virginia, was recently taken prisoner 
by the U. S. troops, and papers were found in 
his possession, detailing plots against the West- 
ern Virginia Convention to be held to-day. 
Certainly it is a most fortunate thing that the 
traitor was seized; and his punishment should 
be exemplary. 

The Courier complains that Col. Willey was 
arrested without warrant issued against him 
end without any legal process. O well, 
the United States mint vias seized in New 
( >rleans, and the arsenal at Baton Rouge, and 
the navy yards at Norfolk and l'ensacola, and 
the forts and United States revenue cutters all 
through the Southern ccuntry, and the United 
States troop in Texas, without warrant i-sued 
against them and without any legal process. 
Aud wc shouldn't much wonder if the United 
Suites troops look Alexandria and Grafton 
and Fairfax and if they bombarded Sewell's 
1'oint and Acquia Creek and even if they shall 
attack Richmond and Manassas Cap and 
Harper's Ferry without warrant issued and 
without any legal process. 

In a war, such as now exist i, warrants and 
legal processes are not particularly in vogue 
among hostile troop. If t.vo armies find 
themselves confronting each other, they arc 
not very apt to apply to the nearest Justice of 
the Feace for warrants and legal processes be- 
fore they commence operations. Such at least 
haa alway been onr impression, but, as our 
nciffhbor of the Coorier is a military man and 
has just been elected a Major of the State 
Guard, we shall be very happy to listen to 
what he has to say npon the subject. If when 
he shall encounter, at the head of his regiment, 
a hostile regiment in the field, he shall simply

tj-arWricn onr present unhappy difficulties 
first commenced, tbe most active of the South- 
ern leaders loudly advocated a reconstruction 
cf the Government, and evinced ao wish for a 
permanent separatio" of the Union. Stronger 
constitutional guarantees were demanded. 
Slavery, which at the adoption of the Consti- 
tution was regarded as a dying out institution, 
bad unexpectedly attained great national, eco- 
nomic, and political importance, and it was 
necessary to its changed condition that changes 
should be made in our organic law. The elec- 
tion of Mr. Lincoln to the Presidency had no 
influence upon the constitutional rights or the al- 
leged private wrongs of the South, but it was made 
the pretext for South Carolina to assort her sov- 
ereignty and withdraw from the Union. This 
was the first and fatal error, and the rash step 
was taken with the full knowledge that it would 
lead to further complications; indeed all concom- 
itant proceedings, such as the forcible seizure of 
arms, arsenals, and powder magazines, to say 
nothing of the antecedent movements of Floyd, 
Toucey, and Cobb, plainly indicated that re- 
sistance was expected on the part of the Gov- 
ernment, and that the withdrawal could not 
be effected by peaceful means. This, we say, 
was the first and fatal error, for every politi- 
cian of the South knew that the means of 
remedy for wrongs and grievances wore fur- 
nished within tha Cor.stitntion, and that 
changes in that instrument had been contem- 
plated as necessary even before it had been adop- 
ted. Thomas .1 :'. . - .a had foreseen it, for while 
the Constitutional Convention was yet in see 
sion, and he was representing our country at 
the Court of France, he wrote to Mors. Du- 
mas, under date of Sept. 10, 1787, saying: 
"Our Federal Convention is likely to sit till 
October. There is a general disposition 
throughout the States to adopt what they shall 
propose, and we may be assured their proposi- 
tions will be wise, as a more noble assembly 
never sat in America. Happily for us, whe-n 
we find our Constitution defective and insut- 
ficient to secure the happiness of our people, 
we oan assemble with all the coolness of phi- 
losophers and set it to rights, while every other 
nation on earth must have recourse to arms to 
amend or to restore their constitutions." Hap- 
pily indeed would it have been for the country 
had not precipitation "pushed reason from its 
stool." or fiery rashness thawed away the 
philosophic coolness, of which wo then stood so 
much in need. 

It is unnecessary to follow the secession 
movement in its various phases from the 
chrysalis to the I nil- developed army worm. ; 
Reconstruction soon ceased to be discussed, 
and independence was the rallying cry; then 
came the Confederation and the desperate do- 
termination to revolutionize the Government, 
depose Line oln alter the capture of tbe Fede- 
ral Capital, and establish the Montgomery 
administration over the whole of the United 
States. livery step taken by the Confederate 
States destroyed the unity of the South, and 
paralyzed the efforts of ita best friends in the 
North, who were laboring earnestly in its 
cause, until finally the insult to the flag of our 
country at Fort Scmpter united the North, to 
a man, in defence of the Government. As 
long as the South --ought redress for real or 
imaginary wrongs in the Union and nnder the 
Constitution, there were millions of Northern 
voters to tid her; but when the Confederate 
Statca deserted their sister States of the South 
and precipitated the country into war, repudi- 
ated the Union, and renounced the Constitu- 
tion, their staunchest and most influential 
friends in the North shrank bock appalled and 
could not follow. The entire South, and tbe 
Cotton States as a separate Confederation, 
ha>l many reasons for confiding in the conser- 
vatism of Northern sentiment, but the leaders 
of this revolution saw proper to trust to them- 
selves and inaugurate a civil war to overthrow 
the Union and the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States and establish the Davis re- 
gency at Washington City.

Tbey certainly must by this time feel convinced 
that force was not the proper way to rernedy 
thc erils or right the wrongs of their section 
Indeed, they have alienated those who were 
most anxious to serve the cause of the South, 
and they now stand alone, distrusted by many 
who have been their dupes and branded as 
scditionists before the world. They failed to 
enforce their plans of secession by argument 
and were compelled to coerce the ballot-box 
with the cartridge-box; they have, it is true, 
achieved place, hut that which should accom- 
pany official position, "as honor, love, o'*di- 
ence, troops of friends," they "must not look 
to have," but in their stcael they find distrust 
and doubt. Many hav3 been drawn into their 
movement unwillingly, and in many instances 
force and conscription have been used to fill 
their levies.

eT.ment ..f the country was placed, tbe object of 
the relieK and tbe power cf the Government to 
iuoprtas ihs rebellion. 

Mr. Adams took occasion to represent to the 
Briiish Minister tbe ir justice of rtcogniajng the 
rebels, and to warn him that this Government 
w..uld not permit the interference of any foreign 
government to prevent the sul jugatioo of tbe 
rebel States of tha Union.
